Yearning for Advaita, 
the Jeeva (or self) merges into Para Tattwa and reveals the 
truth about the Advaita philosophy. According to Agama, 
the disciple should, first, obtain or be blessed by the grace of 


the Master (Guru) and then practise Sadhna according to 
scriptures. He attains his goal by practising his Krama trom 
the morning Karma or Pratah Kriya onwards. The worship of 
Shree Yantra Raj is held in high esteem in U-Pasna and is the 
external form of Workship. It is the stepping-stone to Inner 
or esoteric worship.

This form of 
worship propagates Vivarta Vada and its followers are extre- 
mely few fortunate Paramhansas like Shukadev, Vashishta 
Sanakadi.

This is one of the many books published by the Peetambara 
Peeth Sanskrit Parishad under the guidance of the Great Sakta 
Savant Shri 100 Swami Jee Maharaj, Apart from Makrand 
Stotra, Shri Vidya Upasana paddhaty, Panchastavi, Tripura 
Mahimna Stotra (all of Shri Kula) and many other books'on the 
subject Chid-Vilas appears to be the best and the last thing’on 
the subject of Shri VIDYA. It is an abstruse tantra lore whose 
authorship is not known but can to a certain measure be attri- 
buted to Kalidas, as it resembles in certain ways his widely 
celebrated Chidgagana Chandrika. The introduction by Shastri 
Brijnandan is a good one and explains in certain ways the many 
abstruse points. It propounds para Vidya in HER supreme 
aspect. A new dimension has been added to the meaning of 
Khechari Mudra in verse 36. The main Sanskrit commentary in 
the 38 verses is the life of the book and throws light on many 
an abstruse point of Shri Vidya. The fact that it has been 
published through the grace of His Holiness 1008 Swami Jee 
Maharaj of Peetambara peeth adds new dimensions to the celebr. 
ated work which some people may think that this should not have 
been made available to all and sundry whether they are initiated 
or competent enough to receive it, but what I can feel Personally, 
is that it may make an impact on the minds of those who are 
keen to promote their knowledge. After all like a good farmer, 
a Guru throws so many seeds in the soil at the time of sowing 
and same may sprout and same may not- all depending on the 
fertility of the soil. It is also very surprising moot point that 
the Upasana of Brahm Vidya through HER yantra called Shri 





Yantra is enjoined upon even the vedantin Shankracharya and 
also in the not so far recent times even Bhagwan Raman 
Maharishi Vedantin- has had a Shri Yantra installed at Ramna 
Ashram, which was sanctified by his own graceful hands. The 
get up of the book is very fine and surprisingly has a meagre 
cost of Rs. Two only. 


A word about great Sakta Savant responsible for its public- 
ation will not be out of context here. He is an embodiment of 
the Devi himself with a charitable disposition and is very famous 
for this specialised Sakta lore. He is a great Yogi combining in 
himself both CHAMATKAR and erudite scholarship. His 
treatise on Upanishads from the Sakta point of view is as far as 
I know the only one of its kind. He has been for about 50 
years at Datia-18 miles from Jhansi towards Gwalior- serving 
the Sakta world and no one knows who he is and where from he 
comes. Even after publishing so may scholatly treatise on the 
Hindu Religion he has never mentioned his name except simple 
Swami. Most unassumingly he makes light of his own personal 
antecedents. Do we know much about the great Grammarian 
PANINI regarding his parentage etc. 


His specialization in accultism has been well borne out by 
his Yajnas for the Rashtra which also during conflict with 
Chinese was mentioned in the editorial of Illustrated Weekly of 
India some where in Oct. 1963. One of his famous books is Bagla 
Mukhi Rahasyam a comprehensive tantra treatise published for 
the first time about this Sidh Maha Vidya. The books are a 
boon to the Hindus and especially to the Sakta World.

4. The author next explains Samrasya—the manner in 
which Shiva and Shakti are united. He also throws light on 
their respective attributes. 


The Shakti being Maya- an illusion which engulfs the 
whole universe is compared to night, which blankets all 
creation. The Shiva being Light i. e. knowledge (Gyan) 


resembles the day—which dispels all darkness and illumines 
every thing. 


The confluence of day and night in the evenings and mor- 
nings is called Sandhya which symbolises Shree Vidya 
itself as it represents the divine union of Shiva and Shakti.

5. The next stanza gives an idea of the worship to be 


performed. Lord Shiva being Light itself is the sun and the 
conglomeration of its rays is the ‘Expansive Radiance’. 


On the altar of these divine rays the devotee should 
contemplate on the Aham, the I Principal. Aham in Sans- 
krit is made of the first letter Aa symbolizing SHIVA and the 
fast letter HA symbolising Shakti (Vimarsha)-— the Expan- 
sive Radiance. Thus it includes the whole Garland of letters 
i.e. Shabda Brahaman which is nothing else but Para 
Shakti Shree Vidya itseif.

6. This body which is made up of skin, flesh and bone is 
born out of three attributes (Gunas), i.e. Sattwa Rajas and 
Tamas. The gross matter is made up of ‘Tamas’, the active 
(Kriyatmak) part is made up of Rajas’ and the knowledge 
(Gyanatmak) part, of Sattwa. The body is a means for 
devotion wherein the devotee should kindle the flame of knowl- 
edge (Gyan) so that darkness-ignorance-due to ‘Tamas’ is 
dispelled. He should further contemplate on his soul (Atma) 
as ‘Yagyna Mandapa’ and worship it according to the prescr- 
ibed modes.

7. Next the author relates as to how a devotee can attain 
freedom from bondages. 


Both the Heart (Anahat Chakra) and Thousand 
petalled lotus (Sahsrapadma) are considered to be the seat 
of the soul. The Parashakti which is responsible for creation 
of the whole universe resides in these two centres. Those 
devotees who are engrossed in the worship of ‘Parashakti’ 
in these two lotuses, are empancipated by Lord Bhairava who 
is Lord Shiva himself. 

Ordinary human being (called Jeeva) is like an animal 
(Pashu) who is bound down by bondages (Pashas) and 
when these bondages are’ cut and the Jeeva is freed, 
it attains Shiva (Shivatva). The deity which cuts down 
these ties (Bhidurrah) is Lord Bhairava.

8. Inthe process of evolution after the Shuddha Vidya 
Tattwa. the kingdom of the Maya starts and is responsible 
for doubts- Vikalpa. This is because the self (Jeeva) 
starts experiencing a separate existence from Shiva. {It is 
brought about by the five fold curtains of Maya called 
Panch—Kanchukas. As a result, the individual Abam 
comes into play, instead of that of universal Aham. This 
gives origin to all the maladies that self or (Jeeva) experie- 
neces. Therefore it is enjoined upon all to take absolute rest 
in the contemplation of Nirvikalpa— the abode of Lord 
Shiva and thus experience absolute bliss and peace.

9. Now the learned author describes the seat (Asanam) 
which is to be offered to the deity. 


Lord Shiva, in this unmanifested form, is transcending 
and permeating the Thirty six Tattwas from the ‘Earth’ 
(Prithvi Tattwa) on to the Shiv Tattwa. All these 
constitute the seat for the deity. Amongst the Tattwas respect- 
ively the five Bhutas are Earth, Water, Fire, Air, and Ether. 
The subtler forms of these Bhutas exist as five Tanmatras 
respectively termed as Smell, Taste, Form, Touch and Sound. 
The five senses responsible for activity (Karmendriyas) are 
Mouth, Hands, Feet, Rectum and Penis. The five senses of 
Knowledge (Gyanendriyas) are Ears, Skin, Eyes, Tongue 
and Nose. The Antah-Karan is composed of Manas, 
Buddhi, and Ahamkara. Next come Prakarti and 
Purusha, From here onwards reign the five fold Kanchukas — 
—veils of the the Maya which are respectively Kala, Vidya, 
Raga, Kala and Niyati. Then follow the Shuddha 
Tattwa the Shuddha Vidya, Ishwara, Sadashiva, 
Shakti and Shiva. This is the network of thirty six 
Tattwas through which the world has come into manifestation. 
This is represented by the word Aham derived according 
to the principle of | Pratyahar of Panini grammar, 
where the first and last letters of the word are not only 
indicative of themselves but also of the letters in between 
them, as has already been explained in the commentary on 
Shloka 5.

The five main elements (Panch Bhutas) are represented 
on the Shabda Brahma aspect by the letter Ka, Kha, Ga, Gha 
Gna. The five subtler aspects of these Bhutas are represented 
by Cha, Chha, Ja, Jha, and Yna. The five Karmendiryas 
are symbolized by ‘fa, Tha, Da, Dha, Na’. The five Gyan- 
endriyas are represented by ‘Ta, Tha, Da, Dha, Na. From 
Manas to Purush Pa, Pha, Ba, Bha, Ma, symbolize the 
Tattwas. From Kala to Maya ya, ra, la, va, and from 
Shuddha Vidya to Shakti are represented by Sha to Ksha. 
Akar i.e. the alphabet A is permeating all the sixteen vowels, 
hence represents all of them. It is the foremost of all the 
letters, it is light and is supreme and has been compared to 
Shiva. Ha, the last letter is Kala-Roop and is Vimarsha-— 
the Expansive-Radiance and represents Shakti. It is now 
quite evident that this world Emanates from Shiva 
and Shakti on the Tattwic side and on the Shabda 
Brahma aspect it is represented by letters from Akar to 
Hakar which on dissolution leaves behind Aham only.

The 
knowledge of these nine centres can be attained through six 
channels arising from the six chakras. The nine seats are— 
Ardha-Chandra, Nirodhika, Nada, Nadant, Shakti, 
Vyapika, Samana, Unmana and Mahashunya. The 
Shadadhwa responsible for the creation of this universe is 
made up of Varna, Kala, Pada, Tattwa, Mantra and 
Bhuwan. These are also symbolised by the six chakras.

12. This stanza gives us an idea of Kamakala It is 
made up of two interesecting triangles, one with vertex upwards 
(Shiva) and the other with its vertex-downwards (Shakti). 


The punctum (Bindu) on the apex of the triangle with 
its vertex upwards is ‘Sun’ (Surya) and the two puncta 
(Bindus) forming the end points of the base of the triangle 
are the ‘moon’ (Chandra) and Fire (Agni). The ‘Sun’ 
(Surya) should be meditated upon as face and the Moon 
(Chandra) and Fire (Agni) as two breasts. The apex of 
the triangle with its vertex downwards represents the Yoni 
wherein the letter Ha of the word Aham is meditated upon. 
This Ha also represents the Urdhva—Kundalini. This all 
is symbolic of Kama—Kala.

13. In the above stanza (No. 12) Kama—Kala has been 
considered. It is constituted by Sun (Surya), Moon (Chan- 
dra), Fire (Agni) and the ‘Urdhva-Kundalini’. This 
Kama—Kala is none else but Para—Shaktt itself, also called 
the Samvittattwa. This is the abode of the thirtysix 
Tattwas. It is here only that the Nyas of the letters from 
Aa to Ksha should be done. The Tattwas evolve and dissolve 
from this place itself, verily the ultimate source of all. The 
four Kalas mentioned in this stanza are Sun (Surya), Moon 
(Chandra), Fire (Agni) and Haraardha Kala— the 
Yoni. The Para or Samvittattwa is made up of these 
four Kalas.

Moreover, the Peetha 
being the abode of a deity which is again a manifestation of 
Brahma, has been considered appropriate for the Nyasa of 
a sense organ (Indriya), hence the eleven sense organs
